the fudden,and vanquiſhed them, putting them all to the ſ\wozve, This eucrthowe of the Turkes 
gricued the Baſha of Derbenr,and made him to hane the mote care fo2 his owne ſafetie.

Oftheſe we ſawe comming out of Guinea, a hundzcrh in a compame, which being chaſed by the 
Gil heads, otherwile called the Boniroes, doe to auopde them the better take their flight out of 
the water,but pet ate chey not able co fle farre, becauſe of the zying of their winges, whichſerue 
them not to flpe but when they are moyſte, and cherefoze when thep can flye no further, fall iuto 
the water,and hauing wette their wings take a newe flight againe. Theſe Bonitoes be of big- 
neſſe like a carpe, aud in colour like a makareUl, but ic is the ſwifteft fiſh in ſwimming that is, aud 
ne rumen dbenethenamnioogtens

taine comming to the Fozte, and not finding his men which he left chere,hee and his were in 
great feare , that leauing their furniture behinde them, and putting off their hoſe, \wamme, any 
waded all co cherr Pinneſſes,and ſo went with cheir ſhippcs agatne out of the Pozte.

A ſhip of 140,tunnes,and 70,men,and came thither,and had alſo conference with 
| - the foe ſayde Negroes : and hearing chat the golde and ſiluer which camevp- 
on the Þules from Panama to N de Dios , was nowe conducted with 
ſoulvicrs , he deternuned co doe that which neuer anp man befoze enterpyiſed: and landed in that 
place wherc Francis Drake befoze had had his conference with the Negroes, This man couered 
his ſhip after he had bzought her aground with boughes of trees,and hid his great Owinatice in 
che ground , and ſo not leauing any man in hts ſhippe, hee tooke two ſmall pieces of opdinance, 
and his caliuers, and good ſtoze of victuals, & ſo went with the Negroes about twelue leagues 
into the maine land,to a Riuer that goethto the South ſea, and there hee cut wood and made a 
—— Pinneſſe, which was 4 5.foote by the keele, and hauing made this Pinneſſe , hee went into che

uers, he ſawe comming downe a leſſer Riuer many feathers of hennes, which the Engliſh men 
had pulled co eate,and being glad thereof, he went vp that Riuer where he ſawe che feathers,and 
after that he had bene in that Riuer foure dapes, he diſcried the Engliſh mens Pinneſle vpon the 
ſands, and comming co her, there were no moze then ſixe Engliſh men, whereof they killed one, 
and the other fiue eſcaped away, andin che Pinniſſe hee found nothing but victuals : But th 
Captaine of Panama not herewith ſatiſfied determined to ſeeke once rhe Engliſhmen by land,and 
leauing twentie menin his Pinneſſes, be wich 80.ſhoe went vp the countrey: tee bad not gone 
halfe a league , but hec found a houſe made of doughs, where they found all che mens

riners would haue it by and by, and ſo their Captaine being angry becauſe they would nde cake 
his wozd,fell out wichchem,and they with hum,in ſo much that one of the companie would haue 
killed the Captaine,ſo chat che Captaine would noc haue chem to carry the treaſure,but ſapy hee 
would ſecke Negroes to carry it,and ſo he went, and ſoughe foz Negroes, and bzinging choſe 
Negroes co carp it, he met with che fiue Engliſh men that he had lefc in his Pinneſſe which ran 
from the Spaniards, andthe reſt alſo which ran from the houſe, + chey tolde him whac che Dpa- 
niards had done,and then making friendſhip wtth all his men , he pzomiſed them halfe of all che
